TRUCKEE ITEMS. 


[To-day's Republicaa.} 
The shingle and lath mill of the 
Truckee Lumber Co. has shut dowa 
for the winter. 


Wilson Forest will run a shingle 
mill at or near McFarland’s mill. He 
has purchased Mr. Martin's engine and 
Mr. Wiggin’s shingle machine. Mr. 
F. Burkhalter takes the shingles as 
fast as manufactured, and has orders 
for all thai can be mada. 


J. E. Marshal, proposes to construct 
a shingle mill in the spring at the 
mouth cf Pole creek, on the .Truckee 
river. He will build à flume fora 
considerabie distance up the stream, 
for the purpose af floating shingle 
blocks to the mill. The flume will 
tap a fine body of timber. He tutends 
to niake six million shingles next year’ 
He already has a contract fer four 
million.s 

The trout are commencing their 
annual run upthe Truckee river, Dur- 
ing other years they have been met 
at every stage of their journey with 
the grab-hooks, nets, wheels, traps, 
and numberless ether contrivances. 
Will it be so this year? The dams of 
the mill men aleng the Truckee have 
usually been impassable for trout, and 
held the fish until they could be 
slaughtered. -VWiill proper fish ladders 
be provided this year? The Re- 
publican gives fair warning to all con- 
cerned, that if the present Deputy 
Fish Commissioner retains his appaint- 
ment, offenders will be strictly and 
strenuously prosecuted. This warning 
extends not only to the miilmen and 
fishermen of,the Truckee river but to 
the law breakers of Pyramid Lake 
and Tahoe. Last season some offend 
ers, were allowed to go unpunished, 
owing to the extreme lateness of the 
season at which the appointment was 
received. This year no man shall 
escape if proof can be obtained to 
secure his conviction. The fish as a 
matter of right, should be allowed to go 
to their spawning grounds. As amatter 
of fact they shall be allowed to 
ascend this year, or these who pre- 
vont them shall receive prompt and 
vigorous prosecution.
